It would haye enabled us all to stand behind 
ira to the end -without regard to anything except of national 
onsideration. Instead of this partisan lines have been strictly 
rawn from the first and now the President announces that only 
lemocrats can be entrusted with future power and only those 
'emocrats who do his •nil!. Because of this reflection on other 
atriotic Americans we appeal for fair play.

ing among railroad men. particularly 
those of the Baltimore & Ohio railroad,

strict free consumers to 200.000 cubic 
feet of gas per year.
